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^Constitution 

OF  THE 


FIRST  ARTICLE. 

This  Association  shall  he  called  The  Pennsylvania  State  Sabbath-School 
Association. 

Its  object  shall  be  to  unite  all  Evangelical  Christians,  throughout  the  State, 
in  earnest  efforts  to  promote  the  Sabbath-School  institution  ; and  for  this 
purpose  to  secure,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  formation  of  County  Sabbath- 
School  Associations,  auxiliary  to,  and  co-operative  with,  this  Association. 

SECOND  ARTICLE. 

The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a President,  two  Vice  Presidents 
from  each  denomination  represented  in  this  Association  ; a Secretary,  who 
shall  devote  his  entire  time  to  the  work,  and  who  shall  receive  for  his  services 
a salary  to  be  determined  by  the  Executive  Committee ; an  Assistant  Sec- 
retary from  each  county,  who  shall  be  the  Secretary  of  a County  Sabbath- 
School  Association,  where  such  exists ; a Treasurer,  and  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee, to  consist  of  twenty -five  members,  to  be  selected  from  different  parts 
of  the  State,  five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

Said  officers  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors 
shall  be  elected,  and  they  shall  perform  all  the  duties  incident  to  their 
respective  offices  in  carrying  out  the  objects  of  this  Association. 

THIRD  ARTICLE. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association,  and  in  his 
absence  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  shall  take  the  chair. 

FOURTH  ARTICLE. 

The  Secretary,  under  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
shall  proceed  to  organize  County  Sabbath-School  Associations  throughout 
the  State,  and  shall  prepare  suitable  blanks  for  said  purpose,  and  shall  send 
such  blanks  to  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  County  Sabbath-Scliool  Associa- 
tions, or  shall  appoint  one  where  none  exists,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing 
such  a County  Sabbath-School  Association.  He  shall  prepare  and  send 
blanks  for  the  reports  to  be  made  by  schools  of  the  townships  to  the  County 
Sabbath-School  Associations,  and  also  shall  prepare  and  send  annually  to 
the  counties  suitable  blanks  for  the  annual  reports  of  the  counties.  He  shall 
in  like  manner,  issue  and  send  blanks  and  circulars  to  the  counties,  explain- 
ing the  object  of  organizing  County  Sabbath- School  Associations,  and  by 
visiting  and  other  proper  means  urge  their  immediate  organization  where 
they  do  not  exist. 

FIFTH  ARTICLE. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  fill  the  vacancies  in  office,  occuring  during 
the  year,  and  shall  decide  upon  the  statistics  to  be  reported  to  this  Associa- 
tion, and  shall  make  all  necessary  arrangements  in  reference  to  the  holding, 
and  the  transacting  of  the  business  of  the  annual  or  other  meetings  of  the 
Association. 

SIXTH  ARTICLE. 

The  Treasurer  shall  account  for  all  moneys  he  may  receive,  and  shall  pay 
out  the  same  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee,  by  an  order 
to  be  granted  for  this  purpose,  to  be  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

SEVENTH  ARTICLE. 

This  Association  shall  be  composed  of  two  delegates  from  each  Sabbath- 
School  in  the  State,  and  its  annual  meetings  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  Association  shall  determine. 

EIGHTH  ARTICLE. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Associ- 
ation, by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  its  members  present  at  any  such  meeting.

The  Officers  of  the  State  Sabbath-School  Association  are 
often  asked  just  what  they  want  to  accomplish.  We  will  try 
to  answer  this  enquiry. 

1.  We  want  to  secure  a good  organization  of  all  the  Sun- 
day School  workers  in  each  and  every  county  of  our  State. 
By  a good  organization  we  mean  one  which  has  the  clear  con- 
victions and  the  heartfelt  interest  of  the  people  at  its  back. 
Not  an  organization  which  a few  men  have  made,  or  one  de- 
nomination, or  one  locality  has  made,  but  one  including  all 
workers  of  all  denominations  of  all  parts  of  the  county.  Of 
course  we  do  not  object  to  local  or  denominational  effort,  but 
in  addition  to  this,  we  want  to  see  the  grand  combination 
of  all,  and  that  too  in  every  county. 

2.  We  want  to  see  these  “good  organizations”  doing  a 
good  Avork.  By  a good  work , we  mean  one  impelled  by 
Christian  enthusiasm,  and  guided  by  Christian  intelligence 
and  love.  To  promote  enthusiasm,  intelligence  and  love  is, 
therefore,  the  prime  object  of  our  association.  This  is  secured 
by  surveying  our  respective  fields  that  their  destitution  and 
their  capacities  may  be  known  ; by  conferring  together  as  to 
why  and  how  we  should  meet  this  destitution  and  fill  this 
capacity ; and  by  praying  with  and  for  each  other  that  we 
may  be  clothed  with  power  from  on  high.  In  short,  County 
Convention  and  Institute  Avork  as  usually  conducted  among 
us  does  promote  enthusiasm,  intelligence  and  love,  and  these 
ends  Ave  desire  to  secure. 

3.  W e Avant  to  combine  the  statistics  of  the  good  work  of 
all  our  counties  in  the  tables  of  the  State  Sabbath-School 
Association;  and  avc  Avant  to  bring  our  workers  from  all  the 
counties  face  to  face  at  our  annual  meetings.  To  this  extent 
we  ask  the  co-operation  of  every  county  association.

FIRST  SESSION. 

Tuesday,  June  13  th,  2 P.  M. 

The  Seventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Sabbath-school  Association  (the  fourth  under  the  present  or- 
ganization), convened  as  above,  in  St.  Paul’s  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  of  Allentown. 

Eev.  George  A.  Peltz,  President  of  the  Association,  called 
the  meeting  to  order,  and  I.  Newton  Baker,  of  Philadelphia, 
Rer.  W.  II.  Conard,  if  Bucks  County,  and  K.  Allen  Lovell, 
of  Huntingdon  County,  were  appointed  Secretaries. 

After  singing,  the  President  read  from  1 Cor.  xii.  Praj^er 
was  offered  by  Rev.  W.  Swindells,  of  Lehigh  County. 

Rev.  Richard  Walker,  President  of  the  Lehigh  County 
Sunday-school  Association,  addressed  a few  words  of  welcome 
to  the  Convention,  after  which  a choir  of  Sunday-school 
children  sang  a hymn  of  welcome,  to  which  the  President  re- 
sponded on  behalf  of  the  visitors. 
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The  S' ate  Secretary,  Lewis  P.  Yail,  Esq.,  moved  the  appoint- 
ment of  Committees  upon  Business,  Nominations,  Finance  and 
Resolutions.

M.  D.,  of  Philadelphia;  Gen.  Charles  Albright,  of  Carbon 
County ; Rev.  O.  L.  Gibson,  of  Bradford  County ; Col.  J.  R. 
Worraan,  of  Philadelphia;  Rev.  E.  Packwood,  of  Lehigh 
County. 

Gen.  James  A.  Beaver  moved , that  this  Convention  be  sub- 
ject to  the  rules  of  business  previously  observed  in  our  Con- 
ventions. Adopted. 

Pending  a report  from  the  Business  Committee,  devotional 
exercises  were  led  by  Prof.  AVilliam  G.  Fischer,  Frank  S.  Bel- 
den, and  Rev.  E.  P.  Cowan. 

The  Business  Committee  recommended  as  follows,  viz: 

“That  we  meet  at  9 A.  M.  and  that  we  adjourn  at  12  M.  ; meet  at  2 
and  at  7.4o,  P.  M.,  adjourning  at  5,  and  at  10,  P.  M.  That  until  4.30  this 
afternoon,  the  Counties  be  called  ; no  County  repoi't  to  occupy  more  than 
seven  minutes.” 
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Recommendations  adopted.  (For  details  of  County  reports, 
see  Appendix  A.) 

At  4.30  the  Business  Committee  further  reported  as  follows  : 

“ That  the  remainder  of  this  session  be  spent  upon  the  question,  ‘ What 
is  Sunday-school  success,  and  how  may  it  be  secured  ? ’ At  7.45,  devo- 
tional exercises;  at  8,  ‘Personal  preparation  for  teaching;’  Rev.  E.  P. 
Cowan,  of  Philadelphia,  to  open  discussion  ; at  9,  ‘ Spiritual  power  in  our 
work  ;’  Rev.  C.  P.  Turner,  of  Philadelphia,  to  open.” 

The  report  was  adopted , and  the  appointed  discussion  was 
opened  by  the  President,  and  participated  in  by  James  A. 
Beaver,  Thomas  II.  Rabe,  Rev.  T.  A.  Fernley,  Rev.  AY.  Swin- 
dells, Rev.  13.  B.  Hotchkin,  James  S.  Biery,  A.  N.  Esling, 
Charles  Albright,  AY.  0.  Brackenridge.  (For  abstract  of  dis- 
cussions, see  Appendix  B.) 

At  5,  the  session  was  closed  with  singing,  and  the  Benedic- 
tion from  the  President.

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The  discussion  of  the  second  topic  “Spiritual  Power  in  our 
work,”  was  opened  by  Rev.  C.  F.  Turner,  and  participated  in 
by  Rev.  Richard  Walker,  Rev.  E.  Packwood,  I.  Erdman,  Rev.

be  gathered  and  referred  to  the  Committees.’’ 

This  report  was  adopted , and  its  prescribed  course  was 
taken  up.  The  discussion  on  “ Benevolence,”  was  opened  by 
J.  II.  Tingley,  and  participated  in  by  E.  F.  Smith,  Rev.  E.  P. 
Cowan,  Rev.  J.  F.  Crouch,  Wallace  N.  Webster,  Rev.  A.  D. 
Hawn,  N.  G.  Miller,  Rev.  J.  P.  Miller,  Rev.  R.  Crittenden, 
Rev.  O.  L.  Gibson,  Rev.  W.  Swindells,  Rev.  W R.  Hayden, 
II.  S.  Crooks,  Rev.  B.  B.  Ilotchkin,  Nelson  Kingsbury,  Rev. 
S.  W.  AYeiss,  I.  Erdman,  J.  Dorwart,  Rev.  T.  A.  Fernley,  B. 
C.  Christy,  John  R.  AVorman.  (See  Appendix  B.) 

A recess  of  ten  minutes  was  taken  for  hand-shaking  and 
conversation,  all  of  which  was  heartily  enjoyed. 
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At  11,  the  topic  “IIow  to  organize  a County,  or  township,” 
was  discussed  by  Gen.  Beaver.  (See  Appendix  E.) 

The  Business  Committee  recommended,  as  follows,  viz:

‘May  we  certainly  expect  the  conversion  of  our  children,  as  the  result  of 
faithful  labor?’  opened  by  Rev.  S.  Domer,  of  Berks  County  ; 3—4,  Per- 
sonal experiences  in  Sunday-school  work,  three  minute  addresses  ; 4 — 4.30, 
Miscellaneous  business;  4.30,  ‘Temperance  work  in  Sunday  School;’ 
Address  by  E.  R.  Hutchins,  M.  D.,  of  Philadelphia.”  Adopted. 

Committees  on  questions  printed  in  the  call  of  the  meeting 
were  appointed  as  follows,  viz. :

County. 

E.  G.  Harrison,  of  Bucks  County,  offered  the  following 
resolutions,  viz. : 

Resolved.  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Convention  that  the  S.  S.  workers  of  every 
county  in  this  State  should  he  organized,  and  that  all  County  Associations  should  be 
encouraged  to  hold  General  and  Local  Institutes  and  report  their  work  and  results  to 
the  State  Association. 

Resolved.  That  the  officers  of  the  State  Association  be  requested  to  assist  in  the 
organization  of  such  County  Associations  and  furnish  helpers  at  the  General  Institutes. 

By  general  consent  the  reference  of  these  resolutions  to  the 
Standing  Committee  was  waived,  and  they  were  unanimously 
adopted. 

Gen.  Beaver  moved  that  a Committee  on  Time  and  Place  of 
the  next  meeting  be  appointed.  Adopted.  Rev.  J.  R.  Woods, 
of  Lehigh  County;  J.  K.  Marshall,  of  Philadelphia;  and  J. 
R.  Simpson,  of  Huntingdon  County,  were  appointed  the  Com- 
mittee. 
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Questions  were  answered  by  the  President  and  the  session 
closed  with  the  doxology  and  Benediction.

FOURTH  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  June  14 th,  2 P.  M. 

The  session  opened  with  singing,  reading  from  1 Cor.  iii., 
and  prayer  by  Rev.  D.  E.  Klopp,  of  Philadelphia. 

The  appointed  question,  “May  we  certainly  expect  the 
conversion  of  our  children  as  the  result  of  faithful  labor,” 
was  opened  by  Iiev.  S.  Dorner,  and  participated  in  by  Rev. 
J.  H.  Brown,  Rev.  E.  Packwood,  Rev.  Yates  Hickey,  E.  R. 
Hutchins,  M.  D.,  J.  Nathan  Dorwart. 

The  Business  Committee  recommended  as  follows,  viz. : 

“ That  for  a half  hour  before  this  evening’s  session  Prof.  Fischer  he  re- 
quested to  instruct  the  congregation  in  vocal  music,  and  that  the  de- 
votional exercises  from  7.45-8,  he  led  by  Eev.  A.  Erdman,  of  Morristown, 
N.  J.”  Adopted. 

At  3,  the  appointed  conference  exercise  was  entered  upon.

Rev.  George  A.  Peltz  answered  questions,  and  at  5,  the 
assembly  was  dismissed  with  the  Benediction. 


SECOND  DAT. 

FIFTH  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  June  Nth,  7.45  P.  M. 

Previous  to  the  session  an  Arbor  Vitas  was  planted  as  a 
memorial  tree  in  front  of  the  place  of  meeting.  The  Presi- 
dent of  the  Association  delivered  an  address,  and  a laro-e 
number  of  delegates  assisting  in  the  planting. 

After  the  devotional  exercises  as  previously  arranged,  the 
Business  Committee  recommended — 

“ That  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  he  heard  at  once  and  acted 
upon  ; at  9.00,  ‘Temperance  work  in  our  Sunday-schools,’  opened  by  Rev. 
O.  L.  Gibson,  of  Bradford  County  ; 9.43,  Prayer  for  the  Temperance 
work.  That  to-morrow,  A.  M.,  we  attend  the  dedicatory  services  of  the 
monument  to  the  late  President  of  the  Lehigh  County  Sunday-school 
Association,  Tilghman  G.  Moyer,  Esq.” 

Recommendations  adopted , when  the  Finance  Committee 
repoted  as  follows,  viz.  : 

Resolved.  That  it  is  essential  to  raise  at  least  five  thousand  dollars  to  carry  on  the 
Sunday  School  work  effeclively  in  Pennsylvania  during  the  ensuing  year,  by  securing 
the  services  of  a competent  and  acceptable  General  Superintendent,  and  to  insure  the 
payment  of  necessary  expenses;  that  in  order  to  effect  this  object  the  President  of 
this  Convention  be  instructed  to  caT  upon  each  county  delegation  immediately  on 
return  home,  to  make  earnest  effort  to  secure  the  largest  attainable  sum,  and  report  th 
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amount  thus  secured  to  Lewis  D.  Vail,  Esq.,  Philadelphia,  within  ten  days  from  the 
date  of  the  adjournment  of  this  Convention. 

Resolved , That  Lewis  D.  Vail,  Esq.,  he  instructed,  immediately  after  this  Conven- 
tion shall  adjourn,  to  open  a correspondence  with  known  and  active  friends  of  the 
Sunday  School  cause,  residing  in  counties  not  represented  in  this  Convention,  inform- 
ing them  of  the  pecuniary  need  of  the  State  Association,  and  the  objects  of  its  work, 
as  set  forth  in  the  immediately  preceding  resolution,  and  inviting  them  to  proceed  and 
secure  funds  in  their  respective  counties  to  aid  in  the  prosecution  of  Sunday  School 
work  in  the  State,  by  contributing  to  make  up  the  requisite  fund  for  that  purpose.

Kev.  T.  A.  Fernley  offered  the  following,  viz.: 

lie  solved,  That  we  recommend  County  Conventions  and  Institutes  to  make  the  sug- 
gestions of  the  Committee  on  Digest  of  Answers,  which  are  ordered  upon  the  Journal, 
the  matter  of  discussion  during  the  coming  year,  and  to  return  suggestions  upon  them 
to  our  next  State  Convention.  Adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Eesolutions  offered  the  following,  which 
were  adopted , viz.: 

1st.  We  have  been  greatly  edified  by  the  sweet  Christian  intercourse,  and 
earnest  discussions  we  have  enjoyed  with  the  different  brethren  during  the 
sessions  of  this  Convention. 

2d.  We  reaffirm  our  love  and  devotion  to  the  Sunday-school,  regarding  it 
as  the  most  valuable  auxiliary  of  the  church  in  imparting  Bible  instruction, 
and  leading  the  young  to  the  Saviour. 

3d.  We  learn  with  gratitude  of  the  increased  attention  given  to  the  re- 
ligious interests  of  the  scholars,  and  would  urge  on  all  the  duty  of  seeking 
the  immediate  conversion,  and  subsequent  Christian  training  of  the  children. 
Our  motto  should  he,  “All  our  scholars  for  Jesus !” 

4th.  In  our  judgment  no  teacher  can  be  fully  qualified  to  perform  his  or 
her  responsible  duties  without  previous  careful  study  and  earnest  prayer  ; 
hence  we  recommend  that,  to  secure  such  a result,  every  school  try  to  sus- 
tain a weekly  teachers’  meeting,  where  the  lesson  for  the  succeeding  Sabbath 
shall  be  thoroughly  canvassed,  and  that  they  make  use  of  lessons  for  the 
whole  school. 
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5th.  No  department  of  church  nurture  should  ever  he  allowed  to  separate 
the  shepherd  from  the  lambs  of  his  flock.  The  presence  and  active  co-opera- 
tion of  the  pastor  in  the  Sunday-school  and  teachers’ meeting,  and  his  fre- 
quent and  regular  preaching  to  the  children  in  the  public  congregation, 
would,  in  our  opinion,  most  appropriately  fulfil  the  spirit  of  that  sweetest 
charge  of  our  blessed  Saviour,  “Feed  my  lambs.” 

6th.  Recognizing  the  importance  and  advantages  of  associated  effort,  this 
Convention  would  encourage  the  organization  of  Conventions  and  Institutes 
in  every  county  and  district  of  the  State,  To  further  this  object,  we  hereby 
instruct  our  Officers  and  Executive  Committee  to  try  and  secure  organizations 
in  counties  not  yet  reached,  and  to  so  arrange  that  the  annual  county  meet- 
ings be  held  as  short  a time  before  the  State  Convention  as  possible. 

7th.  Painfully  conscious  of  the  many  and  frightful  evils  of  intemperance, 
and  the  lax  state  of  public  sentiment  on  the  whole  subject,  we  hold  it  a 
solemn  duty  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  the  rising  generation  that  the  use 
and  sale  of  intoxicating  drink  as  a beverage,  is  a crime  against  God  and 
against  man,  and  that  we  will  use  all  our  efforts  to  pledge  the  Sabbath-school 
scholars  to  total  abstinence  from  all  that  can  intoxicate,  and  to  eternal  war- 
fare against  its  use  or  sale. 

8th.  Our  most  sincere  and  hearty  thanks  are  due  (1st)  to  the  citizens  of 
Allentown  for  their  generous  hospitality,  and  we  pray  the  Master’s  blessing 
on  their  homes,  churches  and  Sunday-Schools,  not  forgetting  the  Local  Com- 
mittee for  their  faithful  and  kindly  labors  to  make  the  Convention  success- 
ful ; (2d) , also  to  the  very  affable  and  efficient  retiring  President  and  other  offi- 
cers, for  the  satisfactory  discharge  of  their  duties.  (3d.)  Last,  but  not 
least,  we  would  express  our  gratitude  to  the  venerable  pastor,  Rev.  IV m.  G. 
Mennig — the  venerable  pastor  and  the  kind  officers  of  this,  the  St.  Paul’s 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  Allentown,  for  their  liberal  tender  of  this 
complete  and  convenient  place  of  meeting. 

The  following  resolutions  were  offered  by  various  members, 
and  on  motion  adopted , viz. : 

Resolved,  That  more  time  on  each  Lord’s  day  should  be  devoted  to  the  study  of  God's 
word  in  the  Sunday-school. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  are  specially  due,  and  are  hereby  ten- 
dered to  our  dear  brother,  Lewis  I).  Vail,  Esq.,  the  retiring  State  Secretary,  for  his 
many  months  of  faithful  voluntary  services  of  the  Association  in  this  capacity;  and  that 
we  cannot  adequately  express  the  debt  which  we  feel  the  cause  in  our  State  owes  to 
him  for  the  example  of  untiring  zeal,  and  unselfish,  self-sacrificing  devotion  which  he 
has  uniformly  set  his  fellow-workers. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  that  the  Sunday-school  workers 
in  every  county  in  this  commonwealth  should  be  organized,  and  that  said  County  As- 
sociation should  be  encouraged  to  hold  general  and  local  Institutes,  and  report  their 
work  and  results  to  the  State  Association.

Adams. — Report  by  A.  S.  Musselman  and  J.  B.  Baughman.  The 
organization  formed  some  years  ago  is  dead,  hut  the  work  moves  rvith 
some  encouragement. 

Allegheny. — Organized  since  last  meeting  of  State  Association.  For 
live,  wide  awake  workers,  this  country  is  hard  to  beat,  anywhere.  Pitts- 
burgh is  in  the  heart  of  a region  of  great  Christian  activity.  The  power 
of  the  consecrated  talent  there  is  immense.  Much  of  it  has  of  late  sought 
a channel  in  the  Sunday  school  direction,  and  the  cause  is  greatly  ad- 
vancing in  consequence.  The  extreme  distance  prevented  the  presence 
of  delegates — ouly  three  or  four  being  in  attendance.  The  Secretary,  T. 
J.  Gillespie,  sent  a written  report.  They  are  active  in  the  holding  of  local 
Institutes.  101  schools  report.  82  of  the  number  keep  open  the  whole 
year.  72  have  a uniform  lesson.  These  101  schools  have  about  18,000 
scholars.  Thomas  H.  Rabe  reported  verbally.  They  are  holding 
precious  children’s  prayer-meetings  as  a feature  of  their  work.

A good 
feeling  prevails.  Believing  that  in  Christian  union  is  strength,  denomi- 
nationalism  is  laid  aside,  and  the  brethren  are  harmoniously  laboring  for 
Christ  and  the  children.

Organ- 
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I.  How  to  Organize  Counties. 

(From  the  address  of  Gen.  James  A.  Beaver,  President  Pennsylvania 
State  Sunday  School  Association). 

How  to  do  it  is  the  problem,  and  so  far  as  one  worker  can 
help  another  on  such  a topic,  he  conceived  that  they  wanted 
to  know  of  him,  not  how  can  it  be  done  ? or  how  ought  it  to 
be  done  ? but  how  do  you  do  it  ? He  would  try  to  tell  them.. 
One  live  man  is  the  first  essential.  Every  county,  it  is  to  be 
hoped,  has  at  least  one  good  Sunday-school  worker,  who  loves 
the  cause  and  for  Christ’s  sake  and  the  children’s,  will  try  to 
promote  it.  This  one  live  man  will  go  to  work.  He  will 
first  call  on  every  minister  in  his  township  or  county.  He 
will  enlist  his  sympathy,  get  him  to  sign  his  name  to  a call 
setting  forth  the  importance  of  the  work  and  appointing  a 
sort  of  committee  meeting,  in  the  lecture-room  of  some  con- 
veniently accessible  church.  Get  a few  good  laymen  to  sign 
the  call  also.  Meet.  Talk  together.  Pray.  Get  the  fire 
kindled.  Determine  then  and  there,  at  that  preliminary  meet- 
ing, that  you  will  hold  a Convention,  and  that  soon.  Then  go 
to  the  publishers  and  editors  of  your  county  papers.  Ask 
them  to  help  you.  They  will  do  it.  You  have  two  papers 
of  course  in  your  county.  Politics,  jrou  know,  always  de- 
mands two  organs  in  a place.  Go  to  both.  Reach  the  people 
through  them.  Learn  wisdom  from  the  world.  Your  travel- 
ing showmen  with  their  circus  and  menagerie  know  how  to- 
draw  the  crowds.  They  do  not  sit  down  humbly  and  wish 
the  people  would  come  to  their  show.  They  put  their  bills 
up.  Every  barn  door  is  plastered  with  them;  and  if  they 
cannot  find  a barn  door,  they  put  up  their  own  signs  and 
cover  them  with  their  flaming  posters.  They  fill  whole  col- 
umns of  the  county  papers  with  advertisements.  What  is  the 
result?  They  bring  the  people  out  by  thousands.  Now 
shall  we  not  carry  on  the  Lord’s  work  with  something  of  the 
same  earnestness  of  purpose  and  directness  of  means?  We 


want  to  reach  the  people.  We  want  to  interest  them.  We 
want  to  benefit  them.  Let  us  employ  every  legitimate  means. 
A county  convention  was  started  in  just  the  way  here  de- 
scribed. Three  or  four  Sunday-school  men  got  together.  They 
went  to  the  pastors  and  got  them  to  sign  a call.  They  secured 
a lecture  room,  called  a convention,  appointed  officers,  got 
hand  bills  printed,  posted  them  in  conspicious  places  all  over 
the  county,  advertised  in  the  papers  just  as  one  would  adver- 
tise who  wanted  people  to  buy  his  goods.  They  did  not  pay 
for  whole  columns,  to  be  sure.  The  editors  and  publishers 
of  the  papers  were  cordial  and  friendly,  j ust  as  most  of  them 
will  be  found  to  be.  A few  lines  of  advertisement  were  paid 
for,  but  a good  many  lines  of  kindly  notice  were  freely  given 
in  the  local  columns  for  the  sake  of  the  cause.  The  result 
was  a grand  success  for  the  first  Convention.  But  they  did 
not  stop  Avith  the  first  Convention.  They  determined  to  keep 
the  fire  burning.  They  again  resorted  to  the  newspapers. 
They  made  an  arrangement  by  which  they  were  allowed  to 
have  four  columns.  These  they  agreed  to  keep  filled  with 
matters  pertaining  to  the  “ Sunday  School,”  “ Temperance,” 
“ Boys  and  Girls,”  and  the  “Farm  and  Garden.”  The  circu- 
lation of  these  papers  ran  up  twenty  five  per  cent,  by  this  ar- 
rangement. In  a little  while  the  two  papers  were  consolida- 
ted, and  the  general  editor  not  being  in  sympathy  with  the 
work,  they  lost  that  good  medium.  Nothing  daunted,  they 
determined  to  issue  a paper  of  their  own  ! They  had  learned 
the  value  of  printer’s  ink.  They  were  going  to  employ  it. 
They  got  ten  men  to  give  fifty  dollars  each  to  buy  the  type, 
and  a printer  who  was  out  of  employment  agreed  to  take  the 
responsibility  at  the  starting  for  $30  a month.  Thus  they 
began.  They  issued  a first  edition  of  5,000  copies,  and  it  has 
gone  on  increasing  in  interest  and  value  and  become  self-sup- 
porting. It  reaches  now  every  Sunday-school  man  and  woman 
in  the  county,  and  is  circulated  in  the  adjoining  counties,  and 
in  several  States.  The  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association 
use  it  also  as  their  organ. 
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But  this  was  not  enough.  They  determined  to  organize 
the  townships.  They  got  one  or  two  men  in  the  best  town- 
ships and  talked  to  them.  You  see,  we  said,  how  few  we 
reach  by  our  County  Convention,  even  by  the  Institutes.  We 
must  reach  all  the  people.  We  must  get  you  all  at  work  in 
your  townships.  These  two  townships  were  organized.  They 
started  very  enthusiastically,  and  met  as  often  as  once  a month. 
But  they  settled  down  upon  the  permanent  basis  of  once  in 
three  months,  which  is  doubtless  in  most  cases  often  enough. 
The  spirit  and  talent  displayed  at  these  township  meetings 
were  worthy  of  the  best  County  and  even  State  Conventions. 
They  had  discussions  that  were  able  and  full  of  wisdom,  fer- 
vor and  practical  sense.  Thus  they  developed  their  home 
talent.  True,  they  developed  also  a fault-finder  here  and 
there,  but  these  were  an  occasion  of  stimulating  the  others, 
and  were  by  no  means  to  be  despised  as  promoters  of  the  cause  ! 
Perhaps  every  township  cannot  organize  in  this  way.  In  some 
the  population  is  sparse  and  scattered  over  a large  territory. 
Let  them  hold  fewer  meetings  in  such  cases,  or  combine  with 
one  or  two  contiguous  townships.  In  two  townships  of  our 
county  fve  new  Sunday-schools  are  the  result  of  last  year’s 
work.  In  another  township  four  Sunday-schools  were  organ- 
ized last  year.  And  thus  they  are  trying  to  do  the  Lord’s 
work  among  the  Sunday-schools  in  Centre  county. 


II.  Personal  Preparation  for  Teaching. 

("From  address  of  Rev.  E.  P.  Cowan,  of  Pliila). 

“Personal  Preparation  for  Teaching,”  lay  at  the  bottom  of 
the  success  or  failure  of  the  work.  It  had  been  remarked  in 
the  preceding  session,  that  success  was  retarded  and  failure 
assured  by  the  bad  teaching.  Well,  bad  teaching  conies  from 
worse  preparation.  Men  differ.  Minds  differ.  And  yet  there 
are  certain  points  of  resemblance,  and  a general  likeness  of  all 
men  and  all  minds.  Preparing  to  teach  is  much  like  prepar- 
ing to  preach.  Ministers  sometimes  discuss  the  best  methods 
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of  preparing  their  sermons.  The  conclusion  is  that  each  man 
must  prepare  his  sermon  as  he  can  preach  it  best,  with  best 
results.  If,  then,  we  fix  upon  some  general  principles  of  this 
preparation,  we  may  apply  these  to  every  case.  Amongst  the 
elementary  principles  are  these : To  teach  a truth  you  mustl, 
Understand  it ; 2,  Believe  it ; 3,  Feel  it,  and  this  last  quality 
will  supply  you  with  the  burning  love  which  you  need,  in 
addition,  to  impress  the  truth  upon  your  scholars’  minds  and 
hearts  with  the  idea  of  bringing  them  to  Christ. 

How  shall  we  get  this  preparation  ? 

1.  First,  we  must  understand  the  subject.  We  go  to  our 
books  and  commentaries.  Some  read,  some  write,  in  their 
preparation.  AUhatever  the  nature  of  your  mind,  requiring  a 
particular  method  of  getting  at  the  truth,  you  must  get  it, 
first,  by  some  means,  in  your  own  mind.  Then  it  may  be  con- 
ceded that  one  does  not  fully  understand  a thing  until  he  can 
tell  it ; it  is  obscure  in  his  own  mind  until  he  can  so  shape  it 
as  to  give  it  forth. 

2.  Secondly,  we  must  believe  what  we  teach.  Never  attempt 
to  teach  your  scholars  what  you  do  not  believe  yourself.  Do  not 
advance  an  argument  that  you  are  not  yourself  fully  satisfied 
with.  Do  not  give  the  view  of  two  or  three  distinguished  com- 
mentators without  having  made  up  your  mind  which  is  right. 
Have  enough  decision  to  come  to  some  conclusion,  and  express 
it.  If  you  are  not  able  to  make  up  your  own  mind,  how  shall 
the  scholar  make  up  his  ? Then  make  your  teaching  clear, 
simple — not  tedious.  Do  not  dwell  too  long  on  any  one 
thought  or  view.  The  child’s  mind  is  quick,  active.  It  moves 
on.  Follow  after  it.  Move  along  with  it.  The  moment  the 
child  understands  you,  progress,  advance,  lead  onward  to 
something  else.  This  will  give  variety  to  your  teaching.  It 
will  give  the  child  something  to  do.  It  will  hold  it  from 
wandering.  It  will  make  your  teaching  interesting. 

3.  Thirdly,  the  truth  must  be  in  the  heart,  living,  warm- 
ing, impelling  it.  We  must  have  a burning  desire  within  us 
to  impart  it.  Of  course  we  believe  in  the  love  of  Christ  for 
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us.  We  believe  that  he  died  for  us.  We  know  that  his 
atoning  blood  is  oar  only  salvation.  But  how  little  we  feel  it. 
Now  we  must  get  down  on  our  knees  and  ask  help  of  heaven 
to  take  in  some  realizing  sense  of  it.  We  tell  our  scholars, 
Jesus  died  for  you.  He  loves  you.  Yes.  There  is  no  doubt 
of  it.  But  we  have  not  thought  of  it  until  the  tear  starts  to 
the  eye,  and  the  flush  mounts  to  the  cheek,  and  the  bosom 
heaves  and  the  eye  melts  with  the  emotion  of  Love,  divine 
Love,  that  swells  in  our  own  heart,  and  will  not  be  hidden. 
Thus  we  must  teach,  and  thus  prepare  ourselves  to  teach,  if 
we  would  win  our  scholars  to  Christ.  We  must  understand 
the  truth,  believe  it,  feel  it,  be  tilled  with  it,  and  then  impart 
it  simply,  with  rapid  motion  from  point  to  point,  and  with  all 
prayer,  always,  depending  upon  the  gracious  Spirit,  who  alone 
can  quicken  the  Word  and  make  it  effectual  unto  salvation. 


(From  address  of  I.  Erdman,  of  Berks  Co. ) 

The  first  thing  to  be  done,  in  our  preparation  to  teach,  is 
humbly  to  pray  the  Lord,  for  Jesus’  sake,  to  enlighten  us  by 
his  Holy  Spirit,  that  we  may  understand  the  Word  that  we 
are  to  teach  to  others.  Then  pray  the  Lord  to  make  us  hum- 
ble, so  that  we  may  live  the  truth  made  known  to  us ; and 
this  even  though  it  should  be  different  from  all  former  belief; 
though  it  should  be  different  to  the  belief  of  our  church  con- 
nections ; though  it  should  be  contrary  to  all  former  explana- 
tions and  teachings.  Above  all,  pray  that  the  Word  of  God 
may  become  spirit  and  life  to  us.  Are  we  willing  to  sit  at 
the  feet  of  Jesus  and  learn  of  Him?  Without  this  humble 
mindedness  we  shall  never  understand  the  Word  of  God ; nor 
be  willing  to  obey  it,  though  we  should  understand  it.  Are 
we  willing  to  obey  the  truth,  though  it  should  separate  us 
from  our  friends,  strip  us  of  our  reputation,  of  our  property, 
sever  our  church  connections,  bring  shame  and  contempt  upon 
us,  and  make  us  pilgrims  and  strangers  on  the  earth  as  God 
would  have  us  to  be, — “ Unknown,  yet  well  known?”  If  we 
have  such  a mind,  which  is  the  mind  of  Jesus,  then  He  will 
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give  us  understanding  in  the  Word.  We  shall  know  the 
truth,  if  we  are  thus  ready  to  learn  and  obey.  Only  then 
do  we  worship  God  in  Spirit  and  in  truth.  Then  let  teachers 
come  together  to  make  known  to  each  other  what  God  has 
made  plain  to  them,  and  we  shall  preach  and  teach  as  we  have 
never  done  before. 


From  other  addresses  the  following  are  gleaned  as  suggest- 
ing help  in  preparations.  Teachers’  study  meetings,  work, 
study  of  Bible  by  marginal  references,  careful  reading  of  les- 
sons, uniformity  of  lessons  in  a school,  prayer,  knowledge  of 
character  and  want  of  each  pupil,  always  surpass  your  scholars 
in  your  knowledge  of  the  lesson,  study  to  impart  what  you 
know,  faithful  study  and  imitation  of  Jesus. 


A boy’s  verdict  once  pointed  the  necessity  of  preparation. 
He  didn’t  like  a certain  teacher,  and  was  put  in  another  class, 
where  he  was  satisfied.  On  being  asked  the  reason  for  his 
preference,  he  said,  “Why,  this  teacher  knows  something'” 
So,  teachers,  we  must  “ know  something.” — Rev.  J.  P.  Miller. 


III.  Success.  What  is  it?  How  Secured? 

The  first  point  of  success  at  which  the  teacher  should  aim, 
is  the  holding  of  his  pupils  under  religious  instruction  and 
gracious  influences.  The  teacher  is  not  an  utter  failure  who 
simply  holds  his  scholars  under  these.  He  is  holding  them 
away  from  the  vortex  ot  worldliness  and  sin,  and  to  the  place 
and  associations  where  the  truth  is  taught  and  the  Spirit  of 
God  is  working. 

To  hold  our  scholars,  however,  may  not  be  a slight  task. 
It  involves  visiting,  prayer,  consecration,  love,  patience,  win- 
someness, preparation  of  the  lesson,  and,  what  does  it  not 
include?  And  yet  let  us  not  forget  that  we  hold  them  not 
merely  for  the  class,  or  for  the  school,  but  for  Jesus ; we  must 
teach  the  truth  and  live  the  truth,  and  we  need  the  Spirit  of 
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power  to  eater  their  hearts  and  effect  their  conversion. — Geo. 
A.  Peltz. 


The  common  opinion  seems  to  he  that  superintendents  of 
large  schools  feel  that  because  they  hare  such  great  numbers, 
that  therefore  they  consider  their  schools  a success.  He  had 
never  yet  met  a superintendent  of  a large  school  who  had  this 
view.  Depend  upon  it,  it  is  the  mistaken  judgment  of  others 
in  regard  to  them.  They,  of  all  men,  consider  that  until  they 
have  brought  their  schools  to  Christ,  they  have  failed  of  the 
great  design  of  the  institution.  They  labor  for  souls.  They 
gather  the  children  in,  not  for  pride,  not  for  emulation,  not 
for  vain  glory,  but  to  teach  them  of  Jesus,  and  to  save  them. 
This  is  the  only  test  of  a successful  school,  of  a successful 
class — the  souls  that  are  won  in  them  for  Jesus. — James  A- 
Beaver. 


If  one’s  heart  is  only  full  of  love  for  a thing,  that  love 
would  contrive  to  show  itself.  There  could  be  no  conceal- 
ment. If  the  object  be  our  scholar,  then  we  will  look  and 
speak  and  act  in  a way  that  will,  that  must,  show  the  love  we 
feel.  Love  is  the  mighty  magnet.  It  draws  irresistibly.  It 
is  this  which  lies  at  the  root  of  all  success  in  dealing  with 
souls. — Thomas  A.  Babe. 


Not  a large  school  makes  success,  but  a large  amount  of 
good  accomplished  for  Jesus.  By  this  test  some  humble,  out 
of  the  way,  rural  schools  could  stand  with  the  biggest  in  the 
land.  The  more  saved  the  greater  the  success. — T.A.Fernley. 


A great  part  of  the  teacher’s  success  lay  in  his  preparation 
of  heart  and  mind  for  the  given  task  before  him.  He  had 
watched  many  schools  and  teachers,  and  had  seen  that  success 
largely  hinged  on  this  one  point.  No  matter  how  gifted  the 
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teacher,  he  yet  needs  a sj  ecial  preparation  for  each  lesson. 
He  had  observed  that  the  plodding  teachers,  bumble  teachers, 
with  very  indifferent  talents  and  powers,  who  yet  patiently 
and  toilingly  prepared  themselves,  accomplished  more, — got 
over  more  ground  with  the  scholars,  interested  them  more, 
attracted  and  held  them  longer,  than  some  of  these  brilliant, 
ready  teachers  who  were  too  often  tempted  to  rely  upon  iheir 
natural  smartness  for  success  with  their  classes.  In  the  longf 
run  the  plodder  beats.  It  is  the  old  fable  of  the  hare  and  tor- 
toise. And  the  first  to  notice  the  fact  are  the  scholars  them- 
selves.”— Charles  Albright. 


As  means  of  success,  the  social  assembly  of  classes  and  schools 
at  the  houses  of  pastor  or  teacher  were  commended.  Also  the 
teaching  of  the  truth  in  its  simplicity  and  majesty,  leaving 
the  results  to  God’s  blessing. 


IY.  spiritual  Power  in  our  Work. 

(From  address  of  Rev.  C.  F.  Turner,  of  Philada. ) 

Spiritual  power  is  the  highest  type  of  power.  It  is  that 
which  we  want  most  in  the  Sunday-school.  What  is  the  spir- 
itual power  of  a man  ? It  is  that  subtle,  personal  influence 
by  which  he  impresses  the  minds  and  hearts  of  others.  Its 
fountain  is  not  in  the  head.  It  does  not  gain  its  victories  by 
intellectual  force.  Its  fountain  is  in  the  heart.  Intellectual 
power  is  not  to  be  despised.  Skill  in  the  art  of  teaching  is 
well.  But  these  can  never  be  a substitute  for  spiritual  power. 
Other  things  being  equal,  that  man  or  that  woman  who  has 
most  of  Jesus  in  his  heart  has  most  of  power  and  of  success 
in  the  Sunday-school  work.  The  great  object  of  the  work  is 
to  influence  our  scholars  for  Jesus.  The  more  of  Him  there- 
fore we  have,  the  more  of  his  grace  and  his  Spirit  will  mani- 
fest itself  in  our  work  and  flow  out  from  us  upon  those  whom 
we  would  teach.  This  will  make  us  irresistible.  It  is  di- 
vinity within  us.  An  infidel  once  seemed  to  be  carrying 
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everything  before  him  by  reason  of  his  skill  in  deb  ate  and 
the  speciousness  of  his  arguments.  A plain  man  simply  told 
his  experience  of  the  love  and  mercy  of  God  toward  him. 
H is  words  and  manner  were  such  as  to  overcome  the  infidel, 
and  bring  him  to  the  confession,  “ I can  contend  with  any  man, 
but  who  can  contend  with  God  in  man?”  This  then  was  the 
spiritual  power  needed  in  the  Sunday-school- — the  power  not 
only  to  interest  and  to  instruct,  but  to  impress  for  Jesus. 


A joyful,  cheerful,  hopeful  spirit  is  part  of  that  spiritual 
power  we  should  all  seek.  David's  prayer  “restore  unto  me 

the  joy  of  thy  salvatiou then  will  I teach  transgressors  thy 

ways  and  sinners  shall  be  converted  unto  thee,”  was  the  one 
teachers  should  more  constantly  offer.  Try  it,  brother.  Get 
the  joy  of  religion  in  your  heart.  Teach  as  if  it  was  a joy  to 
teach.  Show  your  scholars  that  religion  brings  peace  and 
happiness  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost.  You  will  win  them 
thus  to  Jesus. — Richard  Walker. 


Spiritual  knowledge  brings  spiritual  power.  This  is  to 
be  attained  by  communion  with  God.  We  must  know 
something  of  the  worth  of  the  soul.  We  must  believe  in  our 
accountability.  And  with  the  brother  who  has  spoken  he 
would  say,  “the  joy  of  the  Lord  is  our  strength.” — E.  Pack- 
wood. 


The  first  thing  for  a teacher  to  have  is  a clean  heart — a 
heart  washed  in  the  cleansing  blood  of  Jesus  He  needs  next 
to  have  a right  spirit,  and  to  have  that  spirit  renewed  contin- 
ually by  the  grace  of  Christ.  The  Holy  Spirit  must  then  be 
in  the  heart,  dwelling  therein,  cleansing  it,  renewing  it,  giving 
power  to  the  teacher,  and  power  to  the  truth,  preparing  the 
hearts  of  the  scholars  to  receive,  and  after  all  that  man  can  do 
energizing  the  truth  and  making  it  effectual  to  the  salvation 
of  the  soul.  This  is  what  we  want — Holy  Ghost  power  in  our 
schools. — T.  A.  Fernlty. 
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There  is  such  a thing  as  closenessof  communion  with  God. 
W e may  be  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost.  When  this  is  the 
case  we  are  powerful,  not  in  ourselves,  but  in  llirn.  Who 
would  attempt  to  work  for  Christ  in  his  own  feeble,  human 
strength?  We  may  plant,  others  may  water,  but  God  givetli 
the  increase.  In  proportion  as  we  are  filled  with  the  Spirit 
and  have  self  and  sin  expelled  we  shall  be  useful.  There  are 
persons  who  manifest  in  their  lives  the  power  that  is  in  them, 
impelling  them  to  work  for  the  Master.  Their  eye  beams 
with  this  divine  love  within.  Their  faces  shine  with  it. 
Their  tongues  are  eloquent  with  it.  Their  tears  flow  in  it. 
Their  whole  walk  and  life  seems  to  show  forth  the  praises  of 
Jesus.  We  may  all  have  this  power.  It  may  only  be  found 
through  prayer  and  sitting  at  the  feet  of  Jesus  and  learning 
of  him.  Let  us  seek  it.  The  cause  needs  it  here,  every- 
where.— Geo.  A.  Peltz. 


Y.  HOW  TO  PROMOTE  BeXEVOLEXCE. 

(Plan  suggested  in  address  of  J.  II.  Tingley,  ofPhilada.) 

Each  scholar  and  teacher  has  one  mark  given  him  for  at- 
tendance, and  one  for  a contribution.  The  latter  does  not  en- 
hance the  value  of  the  mark  by  its  amount, — one  cent  counts 
for  as  much  as  ten  dollars.  The  idea  is  to  cultivate  the  spirit 
of  giving.  At  the  end  of  the  month  the  marks  are  added  to- 
gether, and  the  sum  divided  by  the  number  of  the  scholars 
and  the  teacher.  This,  of  course,  gives  the  average  for  the 
month.  To  be  a “ Banner  class,”  there  must  be  a full  atten- 
tendance  and  regular  contributions.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
the  class  that  has  been  perfect  the  oftenest,  receives  a mark 
of  distinction.  As  results  generally  prove  the  value  of  any- 
thing, they  report  that  they  have  had  classes  of  eight  and  ten 
members  frequently  perfect  on  their  average,  and  the  contri- 
butions have  increased  a hundred  fold.  Active  competition, 
free  from  jealous  or  injurious  rivalry  has  produced  a healthy 
condition  through  the  whole  school,  and  they  have  found  the 
system  productive  of  good  and  good  only.

(Grouping  of  points,  as  reported  in  The  Sunday  School  Times.) 

The  pocket  must  be  converted.  The  children  must  be 
educated  to  give.  They  must  give  understandingly.  They 
must  give  cheerfully.  One  class  in  a certain  school  gives 
twenty  five  to  thirty-three  per  cent,  of  allthat  is  given.  Why? 
They  had  been  trained  to  it.  The  teacher  had  proposed  it  as 
a part  of  his  teaching.  And  so  it  may  be  with  a whole  school. 
If  the  superintendent  will  make  it  a distinct  point  of  his  duty, 
and  impress  it,  he  will  be  astonished  to  find  how  this  grace  of 
giving  can  be  developed  and  cultivated.  One  spoke  of  the 
success  that  he  had  derived  from  keeping  the  subject  before 
his  school.  He  would  read  Scripture  texts  enjoining  the  duty 
of  giving,  hang  mottoes  on  the  Avail,  and  urge  each  teacher  to 
set  the  example  of  giving  in  his  or  her  class.  It  is  important 
to  teach  uniformity  and  regularity  in  giving. 

Let  them  know  that  it  is  not  the  money,  or  the  amount, 
that  Ave  prize,  so  much  as  the  spirit  they  manifest  and  their 
motive  in  giving.  Explain  to  them  the  different  causes.  Let 
them  fully  understand  Avhere  their  money  goes.  Heal  honest- 
ly and  squarely  with  the  children,  just  as  you  Avould  with 
older  and  shreAvder  people. 

One  good  Avay  is  to  put  the  amount  contributed  by  each 
class  on  the  blackboard  each  Sunday.  One  school  collects  the 
pennies  just  before  opening.  In  another  they  give  each  scholar 
a penny,  that  he  may  have  something  to  put  into  the  general 
fund. 

The  idea  has  been  to  get  all  to  give  something , and  to  give 
it  regularly  and  as  a habit.  One  brother  urged  the  necessity 
of  having  the  children  earn  what  they  give.  If  the  parent 
gives  it  always  on  the  simple  asking  of  the  scholar,  not  much 
good  comes  to  the  child  in  the  act.  The  element  of  self-denial 
should  be  present. 

A plan  pursued  in  the  infant  school  of  the  church  in  Avhich 
the  Convention  met  Avas  named.  The  superintendent  gives  to 
each  one  of  the  more  than  225  children  in  his  infant  class,  a 
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single  grain  of  corn.  They  are  to  plant  it  and  bring  in  the 
proceeds.  It  is  the  Lord's  corn.  It  is  the  Lord's  money. 

The  great  thing  to  teach  our  children  is  the  giving  not  only 
of  money,  in  larger  or  in  smaller  amounts,  hut  the  giving  of 
themselves,  the  general  duty  and  privilege  of  consecration,  of 
belonging  to  God,  of  having  been  bought  with  a price,  and 
therefore  as  not  their  own  hut  God’s,  and  as  a consequence, 
their  contributions  will  flow  into  the  Lord’s  treasury  from  love 
to  the  Lord’s  cause  and  from  right  motives,  in  which  banner- 
classes  and  rewards  of  merit,  and  any  other  plans  to  induce 
scholars  to  give,  shall  be  used,  if  used  at  all,  not  as  necessary 
inducements  to  give,  but  as  ways  by  which  the  giving  shall  be 
made  instructive  as  an  act  of  wmrship,  and  as  interesting  the 
children  more  in  the  different  objects,  than  in  the  general 
principles  of  true  benevolence. 


VI.  Temperance  in  Sunday  Schools. 

(From  an  essay  read  l>y  Dr.  E.  R.  Hutchins.) 

I would  think  very  little  of  a Sunday  school  that  did  not 
strive  with  all  possible  power  to  shield  its  children  from  in- 
temperance. How  would  I do  it  ? you  ask.  First.  I would 
have  everv  teacher  and  every  superintendent  realize  this  truth, 
Temperance  is  inseparable  from  the  church.  It  is  her  off- 
spring, an  emanation  of  Christian  benevolence.  “ Its  throne 
of  power  is  the  pulpit;  its  law,  the  great  law  of  Christian 
self-denial.”  To  be  successful  in  carrying  out  this  Temperance 
movement  among  our  scholars,  we  must  set  the  example.  Let 
every  man  and  woman  start  in  this  matter,  echoing  in  his 
heart  Paul’s  sentiment,  “ If  meat  make  my  brother  to  offend, 
I will  eat  no  flesh  wdrile  the  world  standeth,  lest  I make  my 
brother  to  offend.”  When  Dr.  Guthrie  went  down  into  the 
lanes  and  dens  of  Edinburgh,  to  lead  up  the  degraded  and  lost, 
he  said,  “I  soon  found  that  I must  give  up  the  hope  of  being 
the  minister  of  Christ  to  these  degraded  souls,  unless  I took 
with  me  the  principle  of  entire  abstinence.”  Taking  such  a 
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stand  ourselves,  giving  by  our  words  and  thoughts  and  deeds 
such  an  example  of  temperance  as  to  compel  the  respect  and 
esteem  of  the  scholars,  the  next  step  to  take  is  to  look  over 
your  Sunday  School  and  realize  this  fact:  I cannot  with  per- 
fect certainty  know  that  there  is  one  child  here  that  will  never 
become  a drunkard. 

Prevention,  then,  prevention  is  the  one  great  thought.  It 
is  the  cry  that  comes  to  us  from  all  over  the  land.  We  can 
hear  it  from  the  70,000  new  made  graves  of  drunkards  each 
year.  We  can  hear  it  from  600,000  drunkards  of  this  land. 
We  can  hear  it  from  200,000  poor  little  children  yearly  sent 
to  our  alms-house.  We  hear  it  from  countless  fathers  and 
mothers  who  send  their  children  to  our  large  towns  and  cities 
to  find  their  homes.  Oh,  save  the  children  ! save  the  children ! 
And  the  place  above  all  others  to  commence  is  right  in  the 
Sunday  School.  Attack  the  formation  of  the  habit.  Com- 
mence with  the  child  who  in  the  Sunday  School  is  surrounded 
by  the  best  and  sweetest  spiritual  influences,  where  and  when 
he  sees  the  sunshine  and  the  sweet  joy  of  a religious  life. 
Before  you  organize  mission  bands,  and  direct  the  attention 
to  the  needy,  suffering  heathen  in  India  and  China,  all  of 
which  I heartily  commend,  yet  before  this,  1 say,  sink  deep 
into  their  young  hearts  the  realization  of  the  terrors  of  in- 
temperance. Get  their  hearts  roused  to  sympathetic  action 
for  the  hosts  falling  about  them.  Teach  them  to  know  that 
we  their  seniors  must  soon  pass  away,  and  on  them  will  rest 
the  responsibility  of  all  life.  Explain  to  them  intelligently 
and  carefully  the  nature  and  effects  of  strong  drink.  Give 
them  an  insight  into  its  physiological  action.  Point  to  its  ef- 
fects in  homes  and  families,  and  halls  of  justice  and  science, 
and  learning,  and  having  done  this,  pledge  them  never  to  touch 
it!  Never  would  I urge  the  use  of  the  pledge  until  I had 
taught  the  scholars  its  importance  and  its  solemn  bearings.  I 
would  have  Temperance  organizations  for  the  young.  I would 
weave  the  doctrines  of  Temperance  in  all  the  teachings  of  the 
school.  I would  make  these  organizations  attractive  and  en- 
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ticing,  so  much  so  as  to  woo  and  win  the  young  from  the 
streets,  that  afford  no  shelter  for  virtue  and  temperance,  into 
a warm,  glowing,  lovely  atmosphere  and  society  within.  In- 
troduce attractive  temperance  books  into  your  libraries.  Let 
there  run  through  the  selection  of  books  a pure  stream  of 
Temperance  teachings.  Select  from  the  Bible  striking  and 
telling  Temperance  texts,  with  which  it  so  richly  abounds,  and 
drive  them  home  to  the  hearts  of  the  young.  Hold  up  to 
them  that  solemn  warning,  “ No  drunkard  shall  inherit  the 
kingdom  of  God.”  And  lastly,  to  use  an  expression  of  Dr. 
Cuvier’s,  “Saturate  your  work  with  prayer.”  Go  to  Him  who 
will  hear  you,  and,  feeling  the  need  of  special  grace,  seek  it 
till  you  find  it!  Doing  thus,  dear  friends,  you  will  enjoy  a 
rich  harvest  for  your  work. 


The  church  is  not  a unit  in  its  opposition  to  the  curse. 
Politics  cannot  be  successfully  invoked.  Only  an  enlightened 
public  sentiment  can  reach  the  case.  This  cannot  be  secured 
from  the  present  generation.  It  is  the  oncoming  generation  of 
children  and  youth  who  are  to  be  trained  aright  on  the  subject, 
if  we  would  see  the  curse  removed.  The  Sunday  School  has 
a potent  influence  and  an  awful  responsibility  just  here.  It 
must  help  to  educate  a race  of  Hannibals,  sworn  at  the  altars 
of  God  to  eternal  hatred  of  the  curse  of  rum. — 0.  L.  Gilson.

DEDICATION  OF  THE  MONUMENT. 

Chief  among  the  great  events  of  the  Convention,  was  the  dedication  of 
the  monument  to  Tilghman  II.  Moyer,  Esq.,  the  First  President  of  the 
Lehigh  County  S.  S.  Association.  No  man  in  this  county  labored  more 
devotedly  for  the  young.  The  pioneer  in  organization  and  in  labor  here, 
he  not  only  did  much  to  advance  the  cause,  but  he  so  did  it  that  when, 
in  September  last,  he  was  suddenly  called  to  his  reward,  the  whole  body 
of  Sunday  School  workers  arose  and  claimed  the  privilege  of  erecting 
over  his  remains  a suitable  monument.  The  work  has  been  accomplished, 
and,  on  the  third  day  of  the  Convention,  the  delegates,  with  the  Sunday 
Schools  of  the  city  and  with  a host  of  citizens,  formed  in  procession  and 
marched  to  Fairview  Cemetery,  where  the  dedication  ceremony  was  held. 
It  consisted  in  the  report  of  the  Monument  Committee,  an  address  by  the 
President  of  the  Convention,  a German  address  by  Itev.  Dr.  Probst,  of 
Allentown,  prayer,  singing,  and  finally,  the  strewing  of  the  grave  and 
decoration  of  the  monument  with  flowers,  of  which  all  in  the  procession 
had  brought  an  abundant  supply.  The  monument  itself  is  a granite  ped- 
estal surmounted  by  an  open  Bible.  Upon  its  faces  are  the  following 
inscriptions  :

By  visiting  the  families  con- 
nected with  the  School,  and  manifesting  a heartfelt  interest 
in  their  present  and  eternal  welfare.

APPENDIX  F. . 

A MODEL  COUNTY  CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I. — Name. — The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  “ The 
County  Sunday  School  Association.' ’ 

Art.  II.—  Object. — The  object  of  this  association  shall  be  to  promote 
the  Sunday  School  work  of  the  county. 

Art.  I II. — Membership. — The  members  of  this  association  shall  be  the 
pastors,  officers  and  teachers  of  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  county,  and 
such  other  persons  as  may  be  actively  engaged  in  the  Sunday  School 
work. 

Art.  IY. — Methods. — The  methods  of  work  employed  by  this  associa- 
tion shall  be  in  harmony  with  its  un-denominational  character,  and  where 
practicable  with  the  plans  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Sabbath  School  Asso- 
ciation. 

Art.  Y. — Officers. — The  officers  of  this  association  shall  be  a Presi- 
dent,   Vice  Presidents,  a County  Secretary,  an  Assistant  Secretary, 

a Treasurer,  and  a Secretary  for  each  township,  borough  or  other  conven- 
ient district  in  the  county.  These  shall  all  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  association. 

Art.  VI.  — Official  Duties. — 1.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence,  a Vice 
President,  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  association. 

2.  The  County  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of  all  the  meetings,  collect 
and  classify  the  statistics  of  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  county,  and  report 
these  with  other  items  of  interest  at  the  annual  meetings. 

3.  The  Assistant  Secretary  shall  assist  the  Secretary  in  the  performance 
of  his  duties  under  his  direction. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  the  financial  officer  of  the  association,  fur- 
nishing a report  at  the  annual  meeting.  \ 

Art.  YII. — Meetings. — The  annual  meetings  of  the  association  shall  be 

held  at  such  places  as  may  be  be  chosen,  on  the of  

in  each  year.  Other  meetings  may  be  held  as  ordered  by  the  association 
or  its  Executive  Committee. 

Art.  VIII. — Executive  Committee. — An  Executive  Committee  of  five 
persons  shall  be  appointed  at  each  annual  meeting,  who,  with  the  Presi- 
dent and  County  Secretary,  shall  carry  on  the  work  of  the  association  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  IX. — Amendments. — This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting.

It  is  devoutly  to  be  wished 
that  our  publishers  would  cease  to  follow  Cardinal  Hugo’s  division  into  chapters  and 
Robert  Stephen’s  division  into  verses,  and  print  it  as  it  was  written  in  paragraphs  like 
other  books.  But  as  they  have  not  so  done  I recommend  you  to  purchase  a paragraph 
Bible,  published  by  the  London  Religious  Tract  Society,  and  sold  in  this  country  by  the 
American  Sunday-school  Union.  There  are  three  editions : 

1 The  pocket  edition,  12mo.,  with  maps,  references,  and  an  introduction  to  each  book.
